17. The public are hereby informed that in providing the investment of the opium 
mavufactured at the Patua Factory and the opium manufactured at the @hazipur Factory 
for the year 1910-11, the same precautions have been taken as those which have been 
observed during past years to have the drug procured’and sont down inl pure state, to have 
only the prescribed quantity of leaves used in forming the cakes, and to have the due 
proportion of opium put into each oake. “An aocount of the weight of the drug, when 
paoked at the Patna amd Ghazipur Factories, and a statoment of the average woight of the 
“chests, indiscriminately taken, for the purpose of comparison, from the despatches on arrival 
‘at Caleutia, may be seen.on personal application ut the office of the Board of Revenue. 

18. Any further information ¥especting weight or quality.of the opium advertised

RULES FUR REGULATING TRAFFIC IN, AND THE US£ OF, THE 
BTREETS OF CALOUTLA AND ITS SUBURBS. 


In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (+) of seotion 62 of the Oaloutta Police 
Act, 1866 (Bengal Act LV of 1866), and clause () of section 39 of the Caloutta Suburban 
Police Act, 1866 (Bengal Act II of 1860), the Commissioner ef Police, Caloutta, with the 

ious sanction of the Lieutenant-Governor in Council, hereby makes the following rules 
for regulating traffic in, and the use of, the Strests of Calcutta and its Buburbs, so as to

Iw exercise of the powers conferred by clause (¢) of section 62 (1) of the Oaleutta Police 
Act, 1866 (Bengal Aot IV of 1866), und clause (¢) of section 39 (1) of the Culoutta 
Suburben Police Act, 1666 (Bengal Act LI of 18 6), the Commissioner of Police, Onleutta, 
with the previous sanction of tho Lioutonaut-Governor in Council, hereby mikes the 
following rule for regulating and controlling the oonveyance of bricks, lime or other 
building materials through the streets of Caloutta and its suburbs :— 


“No person shall convey or oanse to be conveyed in any street any eoal, or any bricks, 
lime or other building materials, on any cart or other vehicle unless the samo be so oons- 
tructed as to prevent such coal or building materials. or any portion thereof, from falling on 
to the street.”

+ INDIAN FOREST SERVICE. 


Regulations as to the appointment of Probationers, 1912. 

1. Appointmants.—The Secretary of State for India in Council will, in the summer of 
1912, make not less than fire appointments of Probationers for the India Forest Service, 
provided that so many candidates are considered to be in all respects qualified. 

In making these appointments, he will act with the advice of a Selection Committee. 

2. Applications for Appointment.—Applications for appointment must be made on o 

rinted form to be obtained from the Secretary, Revenue Department, India Office, 

hiteball, London, §.W., and to bo returned to him not later than fonday, the 
Ist July 1912. Candidates must be prepared, if called upon, to attend at the India Office, 
at their own expense, for a personal-interview with the Selection Committee within threo 
wooks from that date.

12. Appointment and Seniority.—Probationers who obtain a Degree or Diploma in 
Forestry, and are of sound constitution and free from physical defects which would rend r 
‘them unsuitable for employment in the Indian Forest Service, will be appointed Assistant. 
Conservators in the Indian Morest Department. Their position in the Provincial Forest 
Lists will be determined by the Secretary of State for India in Council on the Report of

Defects of vision arising from the pathological or other changes in the deeper 
structures of either eye, which are not referred to inthe above rules, may exclude a 
‘candidate for admission into the service. 

_ §. Squint, or any morbid condition, subject to the risk of aggravation or recurrence, 
in either eye, may cause tho rejection of a candid ‘The existence of imperfection of 
olour sonso will be noted on the candidate's papers.

1. .Time and Place of Examinations.—The times 

and places at which examinations are held are shown in 
ix A, page 556.

All up a form of application (form Exn. .), at the Port 
Olfice, ‘The form properly filled in, together with the 
candidate's certificate of apprenticeship, testimonials, and 
discharges, must be lodged with the Port Officer not later 
than three days before the day of examination. As dis- 
charges and testimonials may have to be verified, it is desir- 
able that they should be handed in, together with the form 
ion, ne many days as possible before the date of 
ion which the candidate desires to attend. In 







in which oertifioates of discharge in the 
home or other trade which have not been officially issued 
at a Mercantile Marine Otfioe are produced as evidence of 
any part of a candidate's qualifying service, they should be 
submitted to the Port Officer for verification. 

8, Gaps in Service. -The Examiner should be porti- 
oularly cateful to sscertain that thero aro no gaps in the 
candidate's service which are not properly accounted for, 
before he is allowed up for examination, 





4. Calculation of Service —The candidate's services 
as shown on his discharges, should be reckoned by the 
calendar month, re, the time included between any given 
day in any month and the preceding day of the fallow.
